HE freemasons of Massa- 
chusetts may congratu- 
is late Seeneeee on the 
Cy IK) prospect of having a 
thes Naan Home in the 
near future—more than this—it will 
be a home that in elegance, comfort 
and grandeur of location and 
breadth of outlook will be second to 
no other now established. It is with 
much satisfaction that the masonic 
home committee find their labor 
crowned with good results and that, 
without a dissenting voice, they can 
recommend the Grand Lodge to 
purchase an estate on which, ready 
for immediate use, are buildings so 
conveniently arranged that one 
would think they had been designed 
under the direction of the masonic 
home committee. This property 1S 
located in the town of Charlton, 
about 13 miles from Worcester, 00 
high ground from which can be en- 
joyed one of the most extended 
views in the state. An idea of the 
value of the property may be had in 
the fact that the buildings alone 
have cost more than $325,000. 


There is a stable that cost $62,000, 
and a water tower that cost $18,000. 
Everything about the house is of 
the best quality and has been so lit- 
tle used that hardly a mark of de- 
facement can be found. 

This magnificent property is in 
the hands of some generous Masons 
who would be gratified by seeing 
it occupied as a Masonic Home, for 
this reason they will sell it for less 
than one-sixth of its cost. Although 
the committee were at once im- 
pressed with the merits of this prop- 
erty they did not commit themselves 
to it until they had considered other 
places that were brought to their 
attention. There has been no other 
place presented that comes any- 
where near the Charlton property 
in attractiveness, or that can give as 
much value for the money required 
for its purchase, and the committee 
believe that the Grand Lodge should 
at once embrace the opportunity to 
secure a home under such favorable 
conditions. The masonic home 
committee will recommend the pur- 
chase of this place, which has been 
known as the “Hotel Overlook,” at 
the annual meeting of the grand 
lodge. They will not, however, 
recommend its purchase until the 
money is in hand to pay for it. The 
committee feel that the brethren 
who have delayed making a sub- 
scription under the fear that the en- 
terprise would be a failure, and the 
money diverted to some other use, 
have now no longer an excuse for 
withholding their assistance. 

In addition to many good reasons 
for prompt action by the brethren 
there is one of special importance,

it is true it is one of sentiment, but 
still no less of importance. It is a 
well known fact that to Grand Mas- 
ter Blake is due the credit of inau- 
gurating the movement for the es- 
tablishment of a masonic home in 
Massachusetts by voluntary contri- 
bution. It is eminently fit that our 
appreciation of his great work 
should be shown by making the 
home a reality before he retires 
from the grand master’s chair, 
which he must do in December as 
the grand constitutions prohibit a 
grand master serving more than 
three consecutive years. ~

to begin their work. This can be 
easily done if all who are thinking 
of helping will act at once. If the 
brethren could personally inspect 
“Hotel Overlook” they would at 
once be impressed with the import- 
ance of securing the property at the 
price named for it. The pictures 
given in connection with this arti- 
cle give some idea of the generous 
comfort and elegance which is evi- 
dent to all who approach the place.

type of architecture, with heavy 
field stone balustrade and_ pillars 
supporting the veranda roof, heavy 
buttresses of stone and steps of the 
same, while the terracing in front of 
the house is done in the same way. 

The main house has a long front- 
age with slight break in its straight 
line, thereby adding to the effect, 
and from the rear two Ls project. 
The whole is of two stories only. 
The piazza is broad and low with 
ample roof sloping down to keep the 
sun off and also affording a wide 
floor area. This runs entirely 
around both ends of the building,

curving around the dining room on 
the west and about the lounging and 
billiard room on the east end. The 
view from the piazza in every di- 
rection is a sweep of charming

the door stairs rise to the second 
floor, twining in both directions on 
a landing that is lighted by a bat- 
tery of small windows which also 
afford good light to the main hall.

country landscape, and fully 15 
miles to the horizon. 

Interiorly the main house is 
charming. The main entrance is in 
the middle of the front. Opposite 


On either side of the entrance 
door are small parlors or waiting 
rooms, while a huge fireplace built 
of field stone occupies the left side 
of the main hall. On the right is 
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the dining room, bright in a flood 
of light from broad windows on 
three sides. . 

Down the corridor to the left may 
be seen the big corner lounging 
room, equipped with plenty of win- 
dows and light, built-in leather 
cushioned seats, field stone fire- 
place, and leading from it is the 
room designed for a billiard room, 
and beyond that a smaller room 
marked on the original plan for a 
card room. 

In the ell adjoining the dining 
room are ample serving, storage and 
pantry rooms, regularly fitted hotel 
kitchen with every modern imple- 
ment and equipment for easy and 
efficient service and results, ice 
boxes, storerooms for groceries and 
supplies, and, in short, everything 
needful. 

On the second floor are 52 bed- 
rooms, some single and others en 
suite, all prettily papered, some with 
running water, but mostly without. 
On the second floor are many baths 
and lavatories, while numerous toi- 
let rooms are conveniently installed 
on the first floor. 

The entire inside finish is of hard 
wood, mostly oak, while the first 
floor flooring is all of narrow oak, 
without a crack or warp in it. The 
standing finish is also in perfect 
condition and of old English finish. 
The finish of the bedrooms and up- 
per halls is of white painted soft 
wood, while the floors are of birch. 

The entire plant is steam heated, 
The laundry is a commodious and 
completely equipped building, de- 
tached from the main house and 
partially concealed by a grove of 
pines. Still further back an ample 
stable and garage combined sug- 
gests possibilities for hospital uses 
in case of need, as well as possibili- 
ties for enlargement in later years. 

The committee engaged in this 
undertaking has been singularly 
open in their treatment of the case. 


The subscription was to be a popu- 
lar one, which of itself has involved 
publicity, and no member of the 
craft has come to the members of 
the committee for information which 
has not been fully and gladly given. 

The entire business of raising 
money and selecting a location for 
the home was placed in the hands 
of a committee at the June meeting 
of the grand lodge. The commit- 
tee originally consisted of fifteen 
brethren who were authorized to 
add to their number. The number 
was enlarged so its members should 
represent the brethren of the whole 
state. The entire committee has 
worked as a unit in forwarding the 
business committed to them, but 
the larger credit is due to the 
brethren composing, what they have 
called, the executive committee. 
This committee consists of Grand 
Master Blake, Grand _ Secretary 
Davis, who is chairman of the gene- 
ral committee, and brothers Melvin 
M. Johnson, Everett C. Benton and 
Charles S. Proctor. 

The work of the sub-committee 
to whom was entrusted the business 
of investigating the places offered 
for homes, was most important and 
their faithfulness to their duty de- 
serves commendation. This com- 
mittee, some of whom are seen in 
one of the *pictures, consisted of 
Grand Master Blake, George P. 
Whitmore, Henry M. Rowe, Rev. 
William H. Rider, William  L. 
Walker, Clarence A. Brodeur and 
Robert N. Hathaway. 

Another brother of the general 
committee who is entitled to be 
mentioned, not only because of his 
official relation to the grand lodge, 
but because of his efficient work in 
the cause, is Right Worshipful Wil- 
liam H. L. Odell, deputy grand 
master of the grand lodge. 

The honor of establishing a ma- 
sonic home in Massachusetts can- 
not be confined to any committee.

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Dana Judson Flanders, the new 
grand master of the Grand Lodge 
of Massachusetts, was born in Plais- 
tow, Rockingham county, N. H., 
December 20, 1850. He is a lineal 
descendent of the original Flanders 
who came to this country and was 
elected a freeman in Sudbury, Mass., 
in 1643. One of his ancestors ob- 
tained an honorable record during 
the period of the American Revolu- 
-tion. Brother Flanders attended 
school in his native town. When he 
was thirteen years of age his father 
became agent of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, and a place was 
found in the office for his son to 
render some measure of service. He 
learned telegraphy and from the age 
of sixteen to eighteen he was em- 
ployed most of the time in substi- 
tuting for agents and operators who 
were taking vacations, and also in 
§1ving instruction to agents. When 
he was eighteen years old he was 
taken into the office of the superin- 
tendent of the road. By diligence 
faithfulness, and aptitude for busi- 
ness he was called from time to time 
to fill several clerical positions in 
the general office until in 1874, when 
but twenty-four years old he was 
appointed to the responsible office of 
General Passenger Agent. He is 
well informed as regards general in- 
terests of railway traffic and com- 
munication. He has been president 
of the New England General Pas- 
senger Agent's Association, and also 
of the American Association which 
includes the railroads of Canada 
Mexico and the United States, He 
has served as alderman in the city 


of Malden, where he deservedly en- 
joys the reputation of worthy cit- 
izenship. 

Brother Flanders was made a Ma- 
son in Gideon lodge, Kingston, N. 
H. in the winter of 1872-3, and only 
a little later was exalted to the Roy- 
al Arch degree in St. Alban chapter 
in Exeter; N. H. Brother Flanders 
dimitted from the New Hampshire 
bodies and acquired membership in 
Merrimack lodge and Pentucket 
chapter of Haverhill. In Merrimack 
lodge he served as senior warden 
and worshipful master. In the 
Grand Lodge he has served as dis- 
trict deputy grand master for a per- 
iod of three years and was junior 
grand warden in 1888. He received 
the Council degrees in 1875 and 
about 1885 the degrees of the Scot- 
tish Rite. He received the thirty- 
third degree at the session of the 
Supreme Council, September 21, 
1897. He received the Templar de- 
grees in Haverhill commanderies in 
which he has ever been actively in- 
terested. He was elected grand com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
October 27, 1904, and it was his priv- 
ilege to preside over the Grand 
commandery during its centennial 
year, one of the most notable years 
of its existence. 

Brother Flanders comes to his 
new office with the advantage of a 
wide experience and the wisdom of 
matured manhood. He takes up its 
duties with the assurance of the 
unanimous support and good wishes 
of the fraternity.

Grand Lodge of Massachusetts 
and Masonic Home 


One of the most interesting and 
perhaps the most important meeting 
ever held by the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts was its annual com- 
munication in Masonic Temple, 
Boston, Wednesday, Dec. 9, 1908. 

The date is notable as marking 
the beginning of the last quarter of 
the second century of its cxistenée. 
The date is also notable as the be- 
ginning of a new policy in the prac- 
tice of Masonic charity in Massa- 
chusetts; for at this meeting the 
Grand Lodge committed itself with 
singular unanimity to the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a home 
for aged and unfortunate members 
of the craft, and their dependents, 
in which they may be cared for and 
relieved of the anxiety attending 
indigent old age and sickness and 
who otherwise would have no pros- 
pect before them but the acceptance 
of the cold comfort of public char- 
ity. 

The Grand Lodge was opened at 
2 o'clock P. M., Grand Master John 
Albert Blake, presiding. There was 
a large attendance of brethren in- 
cluding many permanent members 
of the Grand Lodge. Past Grand 
Master Charles T. Gallagher pre- 
sented an able and exhaustive re- 
port on the question of recognition 
of the Grand Lodge of France. The 
evidence presented by his report 
shows that the Grand Lodge of 
France permits its lodges to recog- 
nize the existence of a Supreme Be- 
ing but does not require a belief 
in God as pre-requisite to admis- 
sion to the fraternity, for this reason 
the report recommended that recog- 
nition of the Grand Lodge of 
France be refused. The report was 
adopted. 

The annual address of Grand Mas- 
ter Blake was of much interest. The 


duties of grand master require a 
large portion of his time and an in- 
timate knowledge of the condition. 
of the craft at all times. The ad- 
dress of Grand Master Blake shows 
that he has not grown weary in ser- 
vice and that the last year of, his 
administration has been one of con- 
stant activity. Among other mat- 
ters mentioned in his address he re- 
ferred to the statement which has 
been wrongfully published in the 
Proceedings of several sister grand 
lodges that wine has been used at 
the feast of St. John during the 
past two years when it is a fact that 
no wine or other liquor has been 
used at any Grand Lodge function 
in that time. The Grand Master 
recommended that a committee on 
jurisprudence be appointed and that 
the state be re-districted in the in- 
terest of convenience and economy 
of the district deputy grand masters. 
He stated that the number of mem- 
bers of the lodges is 54,384, a gain 
of 2124 during the year. There have 
been 855 deaths. 

The treasury of the grand lodge 
has made. a notable gain, as has al- 
so the charity and educational fund. 

here is now pending a court case 
to determine whether the city of 
Boston may tax the educational and 
charity fund. Grand Master Blake 
spoke of the excellent progress that 
has been made in regard to the Ma- 
sonic home. He also spoke with 
disapproval of some innovations in 
the work which had come to his 
knowledge. 

Wor. Leonard G. Roberts, mas- 
ter of St. John’s Lodge, presented 
to the grand lodge one of the badges 
which were struck off as souvenirs 
of the recent celebration by the 
lodge of the 175th anniversary of Ma- 
sonry in America, and also a group 
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photograph of the fifteen grand mas- 
ters who participated in the ceremo- 
nies incidental to the anniversary. 

Reports were presented by Grand 
Secretary Thomas W. Davis, Grand 
Treasurer Ramsay and different 
committees and boards. The lodge 
then proceeded to election, and Dana 
J. Flanders was elected grand mas- 
ter without a dissenting vote. The 
newly elected grand master was es- 
corted to the apartments by the 
past grand masters and introduced 
by Senior Past Grand Mas- 
ter Nickerson and was received by 
Grand Master Blake. The other of- 
ficers elected are as follows: Senior 
grand warden, Melvin M. Johnson 


of Waltham ; junior grand warden, - 


Hon. Allen T. Treadway of Stock- 
bridge; grand treasurer, Charles H. 
Ramsay of Weymouth; recording 
grand secretary, Thomas W. Davis 
of Belmont.

The leading interest of the day 
was the consideration of the ques- 
tion of a Masonic Home for Massa- 
chusetts, and when the chairman 
of the committee, Rt. Worshipful 
Thomas W. Davis, arose to present 
his report he had the undivided at- 
tention of every brother present. 

After stating why the committee 
considered the estate in Charlton 
as more desirable than any other 
that had come under their attention 
Brother Davis said: “The commit- 
tee deem it proper at this time to 
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recapitulate briefly the several steps 
which have been taken by the Com- 
mittee since the Masonic Home 
proposition was formally brought 
before the Grand Lodge. 

In June, 1907, a committee of 
fifteen was appointed, with power 
to add to their number, to consider 
the expediency of establishing a 
Home. In December, 1907 the com- 
mittee reported their reasons for be- 
lief in the need of such an institution, 
and in the expediency of testing the 
willingness of the Craft to furnish 
the means for its establishment and 
future maintenance by voluntary 
contribution. In June, 1908, the 
Committee reported actual cash re- 
ceipts exceeding their expectations 
by more than 50 per cent and ex- 
plained in detail the care which was 
being taken of these contributions. 
The amount of money on hand in 
September led to the passage of the

vote under which a location was to 
be definitely sought. At every step 
which has been taken the Commit- 
tee has been encouraged by the 
words and the deeds of those who 
favored the project. It has not been 
in the mind of anyone to supplant 
the existing modes of relief, but to 
add to them, and at the point where 
the addition was imperatively called 
for, the care of those who were ab- 
solutely unable to care for them- 
selves, and who might otherwise 
become objects of public charity, 
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because there were none to whom 
the daily care and the daily expen- 
diture of sums contributed for re- 
lief could be entrusted. It. should 
not be necessary to repeat what has 
been said by your Committee upon 
this subject; it only remains to be 
said that the figures which come to 
us from the various jurisdictions 
indicate that where the entire sup- 
port of the aged and infirm must be 
provided for, the work has in almost 
all cases been done as economically, 
and more thoroughly than by any 
other instrumentality. 

The Committee report the amount 
of cash on hand Dee. 7, 1908 as $40,- 
025.41. Additional pledges for fu- 
ture payments aggregate upwards 
of $36,000, and the work of canvass- 
ing the lodges to keep the good 
work before the minds of the for- 
getful, is, as known to many of the 
Brethren listening to this report, 
actively going on. 

The Committee recommend the 
passage of votes for the purchase of 
the estate in the following words: 

‘That the Grand Master be au- 
thorized and empowered: to cause 
to be examined the title to that par- 
cel of real estate of 397 acres, more 
or less, in the town of Charlton, 
with the buildings thereon known 
as “Overlook,” and if the report on 
such title be satisfactory, to pur- 
chase said real estate for and in the 
name of this corporation, if when 
the funds appropriated therefor 
shall amount to the purchase price, 
which shall not exceed $50,000, and, 
after such purchase, with the advice 
and consent of the Masonic Home 
Committee, for and on behalf of this 
corporation, to do any and all things 
which may be necessary, proper oF 
expedient to maintain and care for 
the property so purchased until the 
further order of this Grand Lodge. 

That all interest now or hereafter 
received on the moneys in the hands 
of the Masonic Home Committee 
shall from time to time be paid to 
the Grand Treasurer to the credit of 


the account for the expenses of said 
Committee until the further order 
of this Grand Lodge. 

That the principal and interest of 
that fund in the hands of the Ma- 
sonic Education and Charity Trust 
known as the Mt. Hope Lodge 
Fund be and hereby are appropri- 
ated toward the purchase -price of 
the “Overlook” property. 

That all contributions now or 
hereafter received by the Masonic 
Home Committee so far as may be 
necessary up to $50,000, be and here- 
by are appropriated toward the pur- 
chase price of the “Overlook” prop- 
erty. 7 

That the expenses of the Masonic 
Home Committee including the 
maintenance and care of the “Over- 
look” property when purchased 
shall be paid by the Grand Treas- 
urer under the direction of the Board 
of Directors when approved by au- 
thority of the Masonic Home Com- 
mittee, and shall be charged to the 
account for the expenses of said 
committee until the further order 
of this Grand Lodge.’” 

The report of the committee was 
accepted and its recommendations 
adopted by a unanimous vote. 

This action of the Grand Lodge 
will receive the hearty approval of 
a large part of the Masons in every 
section of the State. It will en- 
courage those who have worked to 
accomplish this end. It will stimu- 
late those who have been doubtful : 
of success and create an interest in 
some who have looked on the enter- 
prise with disfavor. No one will find 
deeper satisfaction than Grand Mas- 
ter Blake who has given a large por- 
tion of his time during the last three 
years in behalf of the cause. 

We feel that nothing more impor- 
tant has ever been done by the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts to 
exemplify the great principle of 
charity, which is the foundation of 
our order, yet we recognize that the 
action entails a grave responsibility 
in providing for the maintenance of 
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the Home and the treatment of the 
inmates. The cost of maintenance 
and the way of obtaining the means 
for regularly meeting the fixed ex- 
penses of the Home is one of the 
first questions to be settled, in ad- 
dition to the cost of its inaugura- 
tion. Perhaps the most difficult 
problem of all will be to decide on 
the policy of administration so that 
harmony may prevail without the 
Home taking on the characteristics 


of a public institution. Much of the 
success of the Home will depend on 
those in direct charge. We believe 
these matters will receive careful 
and impartial consideration, and 
that no action will be taken that is 
not prompted by an earnest desire 
to make the Home a success in every 
way—a blessing to those who need 
its comforts and an honor to the Ma- 
sons of Massachusetts. 


Record of the Masters’ Lodge 


Established in Boston, January 2, 1738 (O. S.) 


It is probable that many Masons 
do not know that the lodges first 
established in New England did not 
confer the Master Masons degree. 
That they did not confer this degree 
1s not surprising when we consider 
that regularly organized freemason- 
ty at that time was a new institu- 
tion, and its single degree had but 
recently been developed into a sys- 
tem of three degrees. 

Mackey says of the origin of de- 
grees: “It is now the opinion of the 
best scholars, that the division of 
the Masonic system into degrees 
was the work of the revivalists of 
the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury; that before that period there 
was but one degree, or rather one 
common platform of ritualism; and 
that the division into masters, fel- 
lows and apprentices was simply a 
division of ranks, there being but 
one initiation for all. In 1717 the 
whole body of the Fraternity con- 
sisted only of Entered Apprentices, 
who were recognized by the thirty- 
nine Regulations, compiled in 1720, 
as among the law givers of the 

Craft, no change in those Regula- 

tions being allowed unless first sub- 

mitted “even to the youngest Ap- 
Pr 

prentice.” In the old Charges, col- 

lected by Anderson and approved 


in 1722, the degree of Fellow Craft 
is introduced as being a necessary 
qualification for Grand Master, al- 
though the word “degree” is not 
used. “No brother can be a...... 
Grand Master unless he has been a 
Fellow Craft before his election.” 
And in the “Manner of Constituting 
a New Lodge” of the same date, 
the Master and Wardens are taken 
from “among the Fellow Crafts,” 
which Dermott explains by saying 
that “they were called Fellow Crafts 
because the Masons of old times 
never gave any man the title of 
Master Mason until he had first 
passed the chair.” In the thirteenth 
of the Regulations of 1720, approved 
in 1721, the orders or degree of 
Master and Fellow Craft are recog- 
nized in the following words: “Ap- 
prentices must be admitted Masters 
and Fellow Crafts only in the Grand 
Lodge.” Between that period and 
1738, the system of degrees had been 
perfected; for Anderson, who, in 
that year, published the second edi- 
tion of the Book of Constitutions, 
changed the phraseology of the old 
Charge to suit the altered condition 
of things, and said, “A Prentice, 
when of age and expert, may become 
an Enter’d Prentice or a Free-Mason 
of the lowest degree, and upon his 
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due improvement a Fellow Craft 
and a Master-Mason.” No such 
words are found in the Charges as 
printed in 1723, and if at that time 
the distinction of the three degrees 
had been as well defined as in 1738, 
Anderson would not have failed to 
insert the same language in his first 


edition. That he did not, leads to 


the fair presumption that the ranks 
of Fellow Craft and Master were 
not then absolutely recognized as 
distinctive degrees. The earliest 
ritual extant, which is contained in 
the “Grand Mystery,” published in 
1725, makes no reference to any de- 
grees, but gives only what I sup- 
pose was the common initiation in 
use about that time. The division 
of the Masonic system into three 
degrees must have grown up be- 
tween 1717 and 1730, but in so grad- 
ual and imperceptible a manner that 
we are unable to fix the precise date 
of the introduction of each degree. 
In 1717 there was evidently but one 
degree, or rather one form of initia- 
tion and one catechism. Perhaps 
about 1721 the three degrees were 
introduced, but the second and third 
were not perfected for many vears. 
Even as late at 1735 the Entered 
Apprentice’s degree contained che 
most prominent form of initiation, 
and he who was an Apprentice was, 
for all practical purposes, a Free- 
mason. It was not until repeated 
improvements, by the adoption of 
new ceremonies and new regula- 
tions, that the degree of Master Ma- 
son took the place which itnowoccu- 
pies; having been confined at first 
to those who had passed the chair. 

No doubt the Master’s degree 
was early looked upon as a desirable 
honor but as the two lodges of Bos- 
ton did not have, or at least did not 
exercise the right of conferring the 
degree some other way had to be 
devised by which suitable brethren 
could be admitted to its secrets. 
Accordingly a lodge was established 
for the express purpose of confer- 
ring the Master’s degree. It was 


called the “Masters’ Lodge” and its 
records are in the archives of the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 
From those records we give to our 
readers selections which cover tke 
beginning of the body and a consid- 
erable portion of its subsequent his- 
tory. We are not aware that any 
portion of these records have ever 
before been published. 


Regulations for a Master’s Lodge 
of Free and Accepted Masons. 
To be held at the Sun Tavern, 

being at present the house of Broth- 
er Andrew Halliburton (durente 
placito) upon the first Tuesday in 
every month at six of the clock in 
the evening. 

First, the proper officers to be 
elected: 

A master, a senior and junior war- 
den, two stewards, a secretary and a 
tyler, and to enjoy their several 
offices during the space of six 
months. 

Second. The senior steward to 
be treasurer and the junior steward 
to keep an account of expenses so 
that the master and wardens shail 
not be interrupted in their business. 

Third. No Brother to be raised 
master unless he goes through the 
Fellow Craft work to the approba- 
tion of this lodge, and such exami- 
nation to be performed the lodge 
night before such candidate is to be 
balloted and raised always reserv- 
ing an unanimous vote of the lodge 
to the contrary, and such candidate 
to pay forty shillings into the hands 
of the senior warden. ' 

Fourth. Each Brother who de- 
sires to become a member of this 
lodge shall pay down into the hands 
of the senior steward, twenty shil- 
lings towards defraying the expen- 
ses of the jewels and all other 
necessary ornaments for this lodge. 

Fifth. Every member shall pay 
fifteen shilling a quarter, and every 
visitor seven shillings and six pence 
for the night, and such visitor not 
admitted to be clothed in this lodge. 
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Sixth. The senior steward shall 
make a demand of the visiting 
money, and receive the same before 
the lodge is closed. 

Seventh. No Brother dwelling in 
this town to be admitted in this 
lodge unless he be a member of one 
or more regular lodge or lodges. 

Eighth. Neither of the stewards 
shall resign their office unless they 
first deliver up to the master and 
wardens of this lodge a fair and true 
account of what cash they have re- 
ceived and paid by the authority of 
their said office, to the satisfaction 
of this lodge, and in case one or 
both of the stewards who are 
elected to serve in said office for the 
six months, any special cause shall 
arise within that time which may in- 
duce the lodge to discharge one or 
both of them of that trust upon their 
timely representing the same and 
accompting to the acceptance of 
the lodge, shall be discharged, and 
the lodge to fill up said vacancy by 
unanimous vote. 

Ninth. No motion, applications, 
memorial or petition to the chair, nor 
any matter regulating the proceed- 
ings of the lodge upon offering the 
same to be determined immediately, 
but a certain day to be then set 
and fixed for the discussion thereof 
at the discretion of the members 
then present that received the same. 

Tenth. That every member shall 
pay his quarterages upon the first 
night of the quarter; and that the 
secretary give due notice thereof 
the lodge night before such pay- 
ment is to be made. 

We, the subscribers, being a com- 
mittee appointed to make proper 
regulations for the M. R’s. lodge, 
have accordingly met this day, the 
22nd of December, 5738 and do of- 
fer the above regulations to the con- 
sideration of the lodge.

The first meeting of the Masters’ 
Lodge was held January 2, 1738. 


The officers of the lodge were: 
Henry Price, master; H. McDaniel, 
senior warden; John Waghorne, 
junior warden and Francis Beteithe, 
secretary. 

Other Brethren recorded as pres- 
ent were: Thomas Oxnard, John 
Overing, Thomas Walker, John 
Hutchinson, Andrew Halliburton 
and James Stevenson. At this 
meeting the Regulations agreed up- 
on December 22, 5738 were read and 
adopted. 

The first volume of the records of 
the Masters’ Lodge begins January 
2, 1738 and closes with the record 
of the meeting held November 6, 
1761. The second volume begins 
December 4, 1761 and ends with the 
record of January 15, 1783. There 
is a record of 223 meetings in the 
first book, an average of about ten 
each year. During the first period 
recorded in the second book, the 
meetings were not as frequent, num- 
erous entries being made that no 
meetings were held. Henry Price 
appears to be most prominent in 
support of the Masters’ Lodge and 
was its Master until January, 1744. 

The first work of the lodge was 
February 6, recorded as follows: 

“Brother George Moncerieff, de- 
siring to be raised was accordingly 
duly examined and being found a 
good Mason to our satisfaction was 
unanimously voted in, and raised a 
master in due manner and form.” 

October 5, 1744. No meeting 
this night, our Rt. W. M. and sev- 
eral of the members being out of 
town on extraordinary business. 

Aug. 2, 1745, following the record 
of this meeting is the note, “Ad- 
journed till Oct. 4th, for substantial 
reasons from time to time.” 

Nov. 1, 1745, the lodge being 
opened, Brother Cross and our 
Brother, Secretary C. Pelham at- 
tended and were raised Masters in 
due form. 

April 7, 1750. Voted to give £2 
to the Grand Lodge for charity. 
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October 5, 1750. Three dollars 
more given to the Grand Lodge for 
the same purpose. 

Nov. 2, 1750. “Brother Mc Dan- 
iel proposed the Rt. Worshipful 
Lord Colvil, Dr. Allen and Mr. 
James Thompson.” Voted that 
these above proposed gentlemen 
shall be raised masters without the 
previous examination in the Fellow 
Crafts part, but to be no precedent 
for future raising. 

Oct. 5, 1753.‘ Committees ap- 
point to amend the by-laws, re- 
corded in full following the meet- 
ing of Dec. 7, 1753. * 

Jan. 4, 1754. Brother James Otis, 
attending was introduced, examined, 
approved and raised a Master in due 
form. 


April 5, 1754. Voted that as we 
have not any stocks, our Rt. Wor- 
shipful Master, to beg the Grand 
Lodge to excuse our not sending 
charity. 

Nov. 1, 1754. The lodge reported 
to be about £60 in debt and a com- 
mittee appointed to pursue some 
measures to retrieve the lodge’s bad 
circumstances. 

April 4, 1755. Voted that ye Mas- 
ters and Wardens attend ye Grand 
Lodge according to ye Grand Mas- 
ter’s Summons, but having no stock 
we cannot send any charity. 

Oct. 1, 1756. Voted that Brother 
Williams, ye Treasurer, be allowed 
what was stole from him, being £5, 
13.6 O. T. and that he charge ye 
lodge for above sum in his account. 


Brother George L. Lilley

This month we place before our 
readers a likeness of Hon. George 
L. Lilley, late Connecticut congress- 


man-at-large, who was elected as 
governor of that State at the No- 
vember election and who had re- 
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signed from his place in Congress 
to fill the gubernatorial chair at 
Hartford. 

Mr. Lilley was born in Massachu- 
setts and has been a resident of 
Waterbury, Conn. about twenty- 
eight years. He is connected with 
the firm of Lilley, Swift & Co., 
which enterprising Company as a re- 
sult of his guidance, stands in 
the front rank of wholesale meat 
houses in Connecticut. In his polit- 
ical life, Mr. Lilley has applied busi- 
ness methods, and by so doing has 
made many friends as also a few en- 
emies. In his home city, which gave 
the present Democratic mayor of 
Waterbury one thousand and odd 
majority at the October election 
in 1907, rolled up a majority of over 
thirteen hundred in November last, 
for Mr. Lilley for Governor. This 
is certainly a most convincing proof 
of Mr. Lilley’s popularity where he 
is best known and universally re- 
spected. Mr. Lilley is a fraternity 
man, being an Elk and a Forester, 
also a prominent Mason. He is a 
member of Harmony, No. 42, Eu- 
teka Chapter, No. 22 and Clark 
Commandery, No. 7%, all of Water- 
bury. He is a 32nd degree Mason 
and a Shriner. Mr. Lilley partici- 
pated in the Connecticut river bridge 
celebration at Hartford, October 8, 
in the ranks of the Commandery of 
which he is a member. No event 
before has ever taken place in Con- 
necticut in which the Masonic 
Brotherhood were so prominent. 
This organization in its long march 
exhibited to the gaze of the multi- 
tude in attendance the highest type 
of orderly and representative citi- 
zens from every section of the State. 
That the new Governor of Connec- 


ticut will give to his sister State a 
businesslike administration, such as 
will be approved by residents, we 
have not the least doubt. His ad- 
dresses previous to his election have 
been models of good taste, forceful, 
convincing and of a statesmanlike 
quality, attentively listened to as 
well as read and endorsed by all 
thinking men and well wishes for 
the enactment and enforcement of 
wise and efficient laws in the inter- 
est of good government. 

The new Governor of Connecticut 
is a thoroughly domestic man and 
enjoys his home life and its sur- 
roundings. He is an exceedingly hos- 
pitable man and himself and charm- 
ing wife have always entertained 
largely. He is also a man of wide 
experience, having traveled exten- 
sively and acquired useful and val- 
uable knowledge regarding eco- 
nomic and other questions concern- 
ing state and national affairs.. He 
has two sons at Yale College and 
one son a graduate of Annapolis, an 
officer on the battleship Vermont, 
now one of Admiral Sperry’s fleet 
in its trip around the world. He is 
justly proud of his three sons and 
loving wife as also his record as an 
honorable and respected citizen. 
From his large investments and in- 
terests in his home city as well as 
the Naugatuck Valley, such an exec- 
utive cannot have otherwise than 
the best interests of his entire State 
and the welfare of all its people at 
heart. We predict an exceptionally 
efficient and successful administra- 
tion of Connecticut affairs and a 
square deal for all as a result of Mr. 
Lilley’s election to its gubernator- 
jal honor.

The Swastika 


This well-known emblem, which 
is extensively used upon articles of 
jewelry, and which is alleged to be 
an old Indian token of “good luck,” 
especially when made by Indian 
hands from an old Mexican coin, 
has, during the last year or two, at- 
tained great popularity. 

The old Indian story has been 
so plausibly told that it “has been 
almost universally believed, and ex- 
travagant prices have been paid by 
visitors to the western country for 
homely and ugly specimens of silver 
work, allegedly Indian hand-work, 
most of which were stamped out un- 
der Connecticut dies by the thous- 
and and shipped west for sale. 

The belief in the miraculous and 
the occult, seems to be implanted 
firmly in the minds of the great ma- 
jority of the human race, even in 
this enlightened day, so that, even 
as any barefooted, longhaired indi- 
vidual, proclaiming a new religious 
cult, will find thousands to follow 
him and endow him with their coin, 
so also any emblems or device 
promising good fortune will be 
snapped up greedily by the credu- 
lous, provided only that the proper 
air of mystery or antiquity be con- 
jured up to assure its miraculous 
quality. 

It is a matter of historical record 
that the earliest Spanish explorers 
in the Mexican and Californian 
countries gave to the Indians small 
crosses made of twigs or metal, or 
even paper, and impressed indelibly 
upon their receptive minds a belief 
in the miraculous quality of these 
emblems of the Christian religion. 

Indeed, the records of later ex- 
plorers in the same regions show 
that the Indians had preserved these 


mysterious emblems not knowing 
their significance, but beiieving them 
to be infallible amulets of good for- 
tune. 

The form of cross which is now 
denominated the Indian “Swastika,” 
was in use as an ornamental form 
of the cross in Europe as early as 
the third century. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica 
says: “It is one of the most singu- 
lar, as it is one of the most ancient, 
of the many forms and modifications 
of this symbol. It was known as 
the ‘Fylfot,’ and being considered by 
some writers as being composed of 
four Greek capital ‘gammas,’ this 
mystic figure, which was in high 
favor with early secret societies, 
sometimes was called ‘gammadion.’ 

“In the mythology of the north, 
it was held to symbolize ‘MJOL- 
NIR,’ the formidable cross formed 
hammer of Thor, and is accordingly 
known by the third title of ‘Thor’s 
hammer.’ 

“Tt occurs in both Scandinavian 
and Roman relics, and was in fre- 
quent use as a decorative device in 
the Middle Ages, especially as a 
mark on bells. 

“On the monument of Bishop 
Bronescomb, 1281, in Exeter Cathe- 
dral, the Fylfot has its limbs alter- 
nately yellow and red.” 

Its use among American Indians 
being limited strictly to those of the 
extreme southwest, and its Euro- 
pean record, as given above, prove 
that it was given to the Indians by 
the monks who explored that sec- 
tion, and that it is not an original 
Indian emblem. 

The derivation of the name “Swas- 
tika,” is, however, “another story.” 

“THE BEAUSEANT”’ F.W.H.

Brown, G. S.; Rev. Edward A. [or- 
ton, D. D., chaplain. Major Ira 
Vaughn of the governor's staff was 
a guest of the grand lodge. 

The service opened with the call 
to worship, a responsive service by 
the chaplain, congregation and 
choir, The “Doxology” was then 
sung, followed by invocation by the 
chaplain, and anthem, and a serip- 
ture antiphon, “The light of God, 
arranged by Mr. Dietrick, in which 
the chaplain and congregation took 
part. ; . 

The anniversary address was giv- 
en by Rev. E. A. Horton, D. D., 
chaplain of the grand lodge of Ma- 
sons of Massachusetts, his text was 
taken from the Revelations II1-2;

ing a programme in his hand and 
reading from the front page he said 
he was delighted to see that the 
South church was “on the square.” 
It was what all were trying to do, 
and looking at the minister of the 
church he said that he and his fol- 
lowers were lucky if they had suc- 
ceeded in keeping up with the stand- 
ard so many years. Jordan was a 
hard road to travel, 

Continuing he said in part: 

To a young person a text. like 
this seems sober, looking backward. 
What are the things that remain? 
They are something more than spec- 
imens in mineralogical cabinets. 
They are memories that feed the 
heart-throbs like tributaries to the 
rivulets, and make this dull routine 
world worth living in. Reverence 
is the word, cherish reverence for 
venerable age, for heroism consec- 
crated by martyrdom on battlefield 
or in council chamber: for mother, 
teacher, for anvbody who has under- 
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taken to do anything in this world 
and has suffered by it. The rising 
generation of Masonry must have a 
due regard for the. past. 

Masonry uses the past to make 
the present what it ought to be. It 
teaches its members not only to 
try to be good but to be good for 
something. 

Thus while reverence is the first 
thing that remains, loyalty is the 
second. It is an attitude of Masons 
to be loyal to what they believe. 
The greatest wish of a true Mason 
is not simply to be loyal to 
his own principles but that 
they, through his devotion, may 
be impressed on the world at large. 
Freemasonry means to take all the 
riches of the past and pour them 
down into the quickening and up- 
lifting of the world, and to be loyal 
to that. A man who is a good Ma- 
son spreads out and extends that 
spirit of loyalty to his home. There 
1s no need of drones in the great 
bee hive of the American republic. 
Modern society is inclined to pro- 
duce a lot of pessimists. Young 
folks who do not know what that 
word means come under its influ- 
ence. Masonry has a cheerful, on- 
ward look, an ideal and will keep 
it there. Why is the Freemasonry 
guide so hopeful? It has the spirit 
of the Master and is touched with 
the kindling power of brotherhood. 
The word for the future is Hope. 
This means more light, and the ban- 
ishing of ignorance, Freemasonry 
tries as best it may not only to say 
these things, but makes a great ark 
bearing these precious liberties and 
truths for all mankind. It tries to 
give a courage that will give the 
pulse-beats and heart-throbs of duty, 
not only for now but for some fu- 
ture. The watchwords, the things 
that remain, are reverence, loyalty 
and hope. They stand for character, 
Christianity and citizenship, for the 
best things in civilization. Free- 
masonry tries to stand for all these, 
and is trying to make a composite 


type of all elements. It is striving 
to have a plane, not down, but up, 
of equality. It stands between me- 
chanical and boodle charity. It is 
a good stream from which flow 
many helpful thoughts and _ senti- 
ments. 

The closing feature of the cele- 
bration was a grand banquet given 
on Monday evening in the town 
hall. The hall was decorated in an 
elaborate manner with flags and 
bunting. The stage which was oc- 
cupied by the band was hidden by 
palms and potted plants so the pres- 
ence of the musicians would have 
hardly been suspected if they had 
not been called on to perform their 
part, of the program. The banquet 
was preceded by a reception to the 
Grand officers and their ladies. 

A long receiving line was formed 
on one side of the hall, and the mem- 
bers and guests of the lodge were 
presented by a large corps of ush- 
ers. The ladies in the party were 
beautifully gowned and presented a 
very smart appearance. At 645 the 
company formed in line and pro- 
ceeded to the upper hall where the 
banquet was served. During the 
banquet the band and a quartette 
gave a fine concert. About 450 per- 
sons were seated at the tables. Fol- 
lowing the banquet, which was ex- 
cellent in every way, came speeches. 
Acting Worshipful Master William 
H. Hill presented Worshipful Al- 
bert E. Southwick as toastmaster of 
the evening. Brother Southwick ex- 
tended a cordial welcome to all, re- 
ferred to some of the past members 
of the lodge who had become more 
or less famous or noted in their gen- 
eration, and thanked the brothers for 
their liberal support in carrying out 
the anniversary celebration. He 
called in turn upon Most Worship- 
ful John Albert Blake, grand mas- 
ter, Rt. Worshipful Rev. W. H. Ry- 
der, grand chaplain, and Wor- 
shipful Melvin M. Johnson, grand 
marshal, for responses. These 
speakers congratulated the lodge on 
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attaining its centennial anniversary, 
and in pleasant remarks felicitated 
the lodge on the success of the cele- 
bration. 

Following the speaking an hour's 
entertainment was given which was 
much enjoyed. The company list- 
ened to the post prandial  exer- 
cises and the entertainment mainly 
from the balcony, having deserted 
the tables after the banquet. 

All the ladies who attended the 


banquet were presented with souve- 
nir china plates in commemoration 
of the centennial anniversary. They 
were designed and made especially 
for the event. The men were pre- 
sented with a handsome little broch- 
ure, bound in light blue, with gold 
lettering, containing a sketch of the 
history of the lodge and much infor- 
mation in connection with the cele- 
bration. These souvenirs will be 
highly cherished.

Sackville Masonic Medal 


Editor of the New England Crafts- 

man: 

My attention has been called to 
an item in The Freemason (Lon- 
don) for November 21, last, relative 
to the Sackville Masonic Medal, 
1733, and to the writer's comments 
on the Editorial Note in the Octo- 
ber number (page 32), of your cur- 
rent volume, which he curiously at- 
tributes to “an anonymous corres- 
pondent.” I regret that I did not 
see Mr. Chetwode Crowley's first 
paper, in The Tyler-Keystone, but 
you will doubtless recall a conversa- 
tion about it, which took place just 
before your comment was printed, 
in which I said that he had over- 
looked the example in Gen. Law- 
rence’s cabinet. 

_This very rare and interesting 
Piece is No, 1, in my work on “The 
Medals of the Freemasons,” pub- 

hed in 1879. Its origin was dis- 
cussed in an exhaustive article 
printed some years ago, if my mem- 
ory serves me, in the Proceedings of 
the “Quatuor Coronati,” and need 
not be repeated here. The “surmise, 
apparently on the authority of the 
eminent expert, Brother T..H. Em- 
mons,” that this piece “ must, from 
the smoothness ofits surface, have 
been at some time carried as a pock- 

et piece,” suggested itself after a 
personal examination of the medal, 
which I made when T called it to 
the attention of Gen. Lawrence, 

Of the early history of this Particg 
ular piece I can give no particulars. 
It chanced that a well known New 
York collector was selling a portion 
of his cabinet at an auction in that 
city, and whoever prepared the cat- 
alogue listed this with other copper 
coins as an early American token— 
misled perhaps by reading the 
legend, Ab origine, as if it were one 
word, and mistaken the figure of 
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Harpocrates for an Indian! A 
prominent dealer, Mr. Lyman H. 
Low, who had supplied numerous 
medals for Gen. Lawrence's collec- 
tion, happened to notice this piece, 
and bought the lot at a venture, and 
sent it to me for my opinion. I at 
once recognized its rarity and value, 
and put Brother Emmons in corres- 
pondence with Mr. Low, who real- 
ized a handsome profit on his pur- 
chase, while Gen. Lawrence secured 
one of the rarest pieces—probably 
a unique specimen~for his superb 
collection, for it certainly is one of 
the rarest, if not absolutely the rar- 
est, as it is the oldest Masonic 
medal known, and would, I have no 
doubt readily bring ten times what 
it cost him. I have not seen it 
since it first passed through my 
hands, but there can be no doubt of 
its genuine character; it was in very 
fair condition, though showing signs 
of wear, whether from circulation 
or from having been carried as a 
pocket piece, it is of course impos- 
sible to say. From the companion- 
ship in which it was found, it very 
likely once did duty as a cent, with 
the Colonials and similar pieces of 
a century and more ago, but that 
is merely a conjecture, and its ped- 
igree, except as T have given it, is 
unknown, 

While speaking of medals it may 
interest some of your readers to 
know that Gen. Lawrence has an- 
other medal, a fit companion for the 
Sackville piece and of special inter- 
est to American Masons, it being 
once owned and worn by Henry 
Price, the First Provincial Grand 
Master of America. It is described 
as No. LXI of my list, and its ped- 
igree, from its original owner to 
the present time is well established. 
It is of silver and has the date 5763.

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The Grave of the First Man 


No one knows where Adam lies 
buried, but some strange traditions 
have grown up concerning his grave. 
The most curious is a belief in the 
island of Ceylon, off the Southern 
point of India, that he is buried 
there. 

In the centre of the island there 
is a mountain known as Adam’s 
Peak. A queer old building on the 
top of this mountain was for a long 
time regarded as Adam’s tomb. An 
ancient traveller, who visited Cey- 
lon nearly five hundred years ago, 
saw this tomb. He said that it was 
made of big slabs of marble by 
Adam himself, and he also stated 
that he saw the print of Adam's foot. 

This strange footprint is still 
shown. It is five feet long and two- 
and-a-half feet wide, so that Adam 
must have been a giant. 


The legend is that Adam stood on 
one foot on that spot 200 years to 
make amends for his sin! The mark 
which is shown is said to be like a 
foot-print, and the people believed 
that after Adam was expelled from 
the Garden of Eden he went to Cey- 
lon. This island is more than a 
thousand miles away from the re- 
gion where Adam and Ive are sup- 
posed to have lived, but it is thought 
that India and Africa were once 
joined together by a vast continent 
which is now under the Indian 
Ocean. 

This was in the days of long, long 
ago, before the world was broken 


up by the great earthquakes and 
mighty floods. 

There is a legend that once upon 
a time there was a great Island At- 
lantis, in the Atlantic Ocean, and a 
similar legend is that the land which 
joined Africa and India was called 
Lemuria. It is peculiar that certain 
kinds of animals still exist on the 
islands of the Indian Ocean, as if to 
show that they once inhabited a 
vast land which has been lost be- 
neath this Ocean. 

All travellers, however, did not 
believe the story about Adam’s 
tomb in Ceylon. A celebrated tra- 
veller of Venice, Marco Polo, who 
spent twenty-five years in the jour- 
neys in Asia in the 13th century, 
visited Adam's Peak, but he did not 
think that the first man was buried 
there. , 

The Arabians say that Adam’s 
grave is on the mountain of Abou- 
cais, in Arabia, and others say that 
it is in a cave, called the Grotto of 
Treasures near Mecca. 

According to one legend, Adam 
was made by God from earth col- 
lected by an angel in the four cor- 
ners of the world. In Greek, the 
four letters of the word Adam are 
the first letters of the four words, 
North, West, East and South. In 
Hebrew Adam is spelt with three 
letters—aleph, which stands for 


- Adam, dalleth, which stands for Da- 


vid, and mem, which stands for 
Messiah.

The following excerpt from an account 
of the 30th anniversary of St. Andrew’s 


Commandery, K., T., Richmond, Virginia; 
is from the “Virginia Masonic Journal. 
It is of interest to our New England 
Readers on account of the fraternal rela- 
tions which have long existed between the 
commandery) and the Lodge of SE 
Andrew of Boston. The event occurred 
November 30th. About two hundred 
and fifty members of the command- 
ery and invited guests were assembled 
in the asylum. The program was In- 
teresting but the part that calls for our 
attention relates to the reception of our 
good friend and brother, Rt. Worshipful 
Henry G. Jordan, whose visit is thus de- 
scribed: The next was the introduction 
by Em. Sir Elmore D. Hotchkiss, Grand 
Captain General of the Grand Commandery 
of Virginia and Past Grand Commander 
of St. Andrew, of R. W. Henry Gregory 
Jordan, Past Master of the Lodge of St. 
Andrew, Boston, Mass. Past Commander 
of De Molay Commandery, Boston, and 
an honorary member of the Commandery 
of St. Andrew. Bro. Jordan was the 
guest of the evening, he having mee a 
special trip from Boston to represent ey 
Lodge in response to the cordial invitation 
extended to them. In both the introduc- 
tory speech and the remarks of Bro. Jor- 
dan the history of the formation of the 
Commandery of St. Andrew and the adop 
tion of its name, as well as the warm ties 
of friendship which have always bound to- 
gether the Commandery of St. Andrew, of 
Richmond, and the Lodge of St. Andrew, 
of Boston were made conspicuous feat- 
ures. It was due to friendly relations es- 
tablished between some of the members 
of Richmond Commandery No. 2, and the 
members of this famous old Lodge upon 
the pilgrimage of the former to Boston in 
1875, that the new Commandery, which was 
then in contemplation, received its name. 
The Commandery and the Lodge always 
observe St. Andrew’s Day, and it has 
never failed to be an occasion for the ex- 
change of mutual solicitation and con 
gratulations. Among the great number of 
Knights Templar who were present, it 
was found that there were present only 
four Knights Templar who had been on

J. T. Gentry, George B. Steel, and George 
W. Poe. Sir Henry Gregory Jordan's 
remarks were greeted with an applause 
that showed the warmth of the feeling en- 
tertained for him, and his old Lodge, by 
the Knights Templar of Richmond. After 
some delightful music by the Masonic 
Quartette, Sir A. J. Montague presented 
to Sir Henry Gregory Jordan on the part 
of the Commandery of St. Andrew, a beau- 
tiful silver trowel with its handle made 
from wood of the old Masonic Hall in 
Richmond, which was erected in 1783. The 
inscription on the trowel bears the mes- 
sage of fraternal greeting to the Lodge 
of St. Andrew, and also sets out the price- 
less value of the material of which it is 
made, the wood in its handle being that 
of the oldest Masonic structure in the 
United States, which has been continuously 
and solely used for Masonic purposes. The 
trowel is a present to the Lodge of St. 
Andrew, and Bro. Jordan assured the 
Commandery that it would be jealously 
and sacredly preserved along with other 
Priceless Masonic relics now in possession 
of his Lodge. In his remarks he stated 
that the Lodge of St. Andrew was char- 
tered in 1756, and they have at this date 
their records complete. ; 

Among other distinguished members of 
this Lodge can be mentioned the Revolu- 
tionary patriots, Gen. Warren and Paul 
Revere. 

Impromptu speeches were made by Em, 
Sirs A. M. Baker, of Winchester, Grand 
Junior Warden of the Grand Commandery 
of Virginia, and James B. Blanks, Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Commandery of 
Virginia and others. 

A beautiful incident which occurred was 
a prayer offered for the deceased fraters 
and the singing by the entire assembly of 
“How Firm a Foundation.” 

After the ceremonies were completed, a 
most delightful banquet was served in the 
banquet hall.

30th. In addition to its customary unique 


and delightful social attractions the oc- 
casion was selected by Right Worshipful 
Horace S. Bacon for making his official 
visit to the lodge.

The practice of having the lodge meet- 
ing followed by a short lecture or an en- 
tertainment of some kind is now quite 
common and is looked on as a good meth- 
od for bringing out a large number of the 
brethren. It is worthy of note that many 
of these entertainments are of an educa- 
tional character and provide the brethren 
with many interesting facts concerning 
subjects and places about which they 
otherwise might remain ignorant. These 
functions are too numerous to permit of 
our mentioning all but some of them are 
sO conspicuous by their interest and edu- 
cational value that we cannot overlook 
them. Among those of this class that have 
recently come to our notice we mention 
an interesting talk of Capt. John A. Cook, 
a brother mason, before the members of 
Rabboni lodge, Dorchester, December 2d. 
Capt. Cook has had a long experience in 
the Arctic regions. His first trip was made 
in a sailing vessel in 1887, later he went in 
a steamer in which he was frozen in at 
Herschel island three winters and four 
summers. His business was not looking 
for the north pole but for whales. He re- 
lated many incidents that were thrilling 
and some that were pathetic. 

In 1872 of 32 vessels fastened in the ice 
not one came out, but it was the same with 
15 in 1876. The masters and a few other 
left the craft and went down by land to 
San Francisco. Of the crews not a man 
survived, and no tidings could be had of 
their vessels. As for himself and com- 
panions they were saved from starvation 
during 1905 and 1906 by the kindness of 
Eskimos. Not only was famine to be 
feared but there was the dreaded scurvy 
which often attacked a ship and left few 
alive. 

There was always the danger of men 
freezing, and owing to this cause limbs, 
toes or fingers had to be amputated. De- 
spite all these privations, there was the 
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likelihood of men returning with no stock, 
and as the sailors were paid according to 
the catch, they ‘often grew too hazardous 
in their desire not to go home empty- 
handed. 

The land of the Eskimo is not the land 
of suffragettes. The women slave, winter 
and summer, making articles of wear from 
furs for the venturesome sailors, while the 
husbands content themselves with directing 
the labors of their wives. There was a 
mine of information in what Capt. Cook 
said. It was not the ordinary lecture, but 
seemed as though a traveler in unknown 
lands was telling his adventures to friends 
at his own fireside.
